The figures of births and deaths shown in this state- 
ment for the week ending the 1st April, I960 relate to 
163 towns with an estimated population of 21,509 thousands. 
The total number of towns is 231 and their population is 
28,171 thousands. Thus 71% of the total numbor of towns 
representing 76% of the total population is covered in 
this statement. The numbers of births and deaths recorded 
in these towns were 11,076 and 7,858 representing birth 
and death rates of 26-8 and 1 9 • 0 per thousand of 
population respectively. 

(A) States ( Parts A and C ). — The data hore relate to 136 
towns with an estimated population of 18,492 thousands. 
Information about Assam, Bihar, Madhya Pradesh and 
Punjab (l) oould not be included.

Srivilliputtur in Madras was tho only town wbioh had 
a high dea*h rate of 52 • 0 per thousand of population and 
this high death rate was partly due to tho large number of 
deaths from dysentery and diarrhoea. 

(B) States ( Part £).— The data here relate to 21 towns 
with an estimated population of 3,017 thousands. The total 
number of towns ’B 32 and their population is 3,672 
thousands. Thus 88% of the total number of towns repre- 
senting 84% of the total population is covered. The numbers 
of births and deaths reoorded in those towns were 1,422 and 
872 representing birth and death rates of 24*5 and 16*0 
per thousand of population respectively. Ho town recorded a 
high death rate of 50 or over per thousand of population.
